Janmes Nakada, Chairman, Incline Village General |Inprovement District, stated that this project has been discussed 13 tinmes in
public foruns and that it is their recommendati on that the project be approved and the use of 4B funds for the project be
aut hori zed.

District; that that body has held many public neetings; that they will still have to seek TRPA approval for their plan; and that
there is always a tendency for the opponents to try to keep going to different |evels or boards.

Madel yn Shi pman, Assistant District Attorney, briefed the Board concerning the request fromthe Pyram d Lake Paiute Tribal Counci
that reservation |and be excluded from Washoe County's electric service franchise area retroactive to July 1, 1998, provided
copi es of agreements that would require anendnents if the Board approves the request, and stated that the franchise fee, which
goes directly to the Washoe County School District, is approximtely 2 percent, and the honmes that would be affected woul d anount
to l ess than $2, 000 per year

Steve Wl liams, Washoe County School District, advised that he does not think the reservation area is included in the funds the
school district gets fromthis franchise fee, and if that is the case, this would have no inpact on them M. Shipnman stated that
if Sierra Pacific Power Conpany has made its own decision to exclude the reservation, the agreenments would still need to be
amended. Tom Ci esynski, Chief Accountant for the WCSD, stated that it is his understanding that both Sierra Pacific and Sout hwest
Gas have separate arrangenents with the Tribe, and that the school district will not be |osing any fees as they currently do not
receive funds fromthe reservation.

The Board concurred that nmore research is needed on this request and on notion by Conm ssioner Mouliot, seconded by Conm ssioner
Shaw, which motion duly carried, Chairman Bond ordered that the request by the Pyram d Lake Paiute Tribal Council to exclude the
Pyram d Lake Indian Reservation from Washoe County's electric service franchise fee area be continued to Septenber 8, 1998, and

that staff work with the Tribe, the school district and Sierra Pacific Power Conpany on this matter

Katy Sinon, County Manager, suggested that exhibits be prepared for each agreenent that clearly identify which properties are
covered by which agreenent.



Ms. Mullen agreed stating that staff needs to get together with City of Reno staff and get out the map books and really | ook at
everyt hi ng.

Conmi ssioner Galloway stated that he is having a real problemtrying to figure out why the County would ever turn sonething |ike
Rancho San Rafael over to the City. Chairman Bond stated that she sees this whole issue as an attenpt to clarify the situation and

possi bly come to a resolution that will protect the County from annexations into the City.
Conmmi ssi oner Mouliot stated that he will acknow edge that the City of Reno is doing nmuch better than they were a few years ago on
mai nt ai ni ng the parks, but he wants assurances that they will continue to do so and will not let any parks "die" because they need

the funds el sewhere. Commi ssioner Shaw agreed citing the situation at Paradi se Park. Ms. Mullen stated that they have di scussed
setting up sone interagency standards for maintenance.

The Board directed that staff continue working with the City of Reno on these agreenents.
